The Story of 
Robert Owen

Although little known, 
few tales of our trails tell 
a greater success story than 
that of the little colored 
gentleman who came to our 
hills in the early days and 
after whom El Prieto or 
Dark Canyon is named. 

Robert Owen was born a 
slave in 1306, and the days 
of his youth wore spent till¬ 
ing the land and harvesting 
seemingly endless rows of 
Cotton on a bleak Texas 
plain. Although very tired 
at the end of each day, 
Owen spent long hours at 
night learning to road and 
write, and his most trea¬ 
sured possession was a 
small Bible which he al¬ 
ways carried in a special 
pocket close to his heart. 

While in his late teens, 
Owen fell in love and mar¬ 
ried a gentle girl known 
only as Winnie who was 
also a slave, and to them 
wore born two daughters 
and a son. 

Stories of the building of 
the West where all men 
were free intrigued him and 
he made a vow that some¬ 
day, somehow lie would 
find a way to follow the sun 
to the land of opportunity. 

The Owen family saved 
every penny they could un¬ 
til at long last they were' 
able to buy Robert’s freedom 
and on a cold November 
day he kissed his weeping 
family goodbye, and with a 
promise to send money 
back to buy their freedom 
headed west .seeking a new 
way of life in the golden 
land beyond the plains. 

Robert Owen first entered 
school.

much knowledge of what a 
marshal does! Part of his 
duties are fire prevention 
tactics including help in our 
schools for the youngsters 
to understand what fire 
does. He told me a great 
story, worth repeating. In 
one of the schools several 
years ago he was conduct¬ 
ing a demonstration of what 
a grease fire can do In 
mother’s kitchen . . . and 
this often happens £md CEin 
to you. He showed the 
youngsters how to put out a 
pan fire with a smothering 
of pan lid, etc. 

A mother called a week 
or so later to thEink him for 
the "class” for a fire had 
started in a >pan In their 
kitchen and due to the 
young lad who had seen the 
fire prevention demonstra¬ 
tion, he put out the flame 
by smothering. Even in our 
town, fire prevention think¬ 
ing does pay! Amd that re¬ 
minds me, never carry a 
burning fry ,pan. Cover it 
with a lid or blot with your 
extinguisher. Nev»r, never, 
use woterl 

A little over 33 per cent 
of fires start between mid¬ 
night and six in the morn¬ 
ing, and 37 per cent of them 
start in the living room, 21 
per cent in the kitchen. Of 
these 30 per cent stEirt from 
heating equipment! And the 
awful thing 10.5 per cent 
start with children with 
matches. 

Those of you in the brush 
areas might try a couple of 
more plants that are fire 
resistant to us on your 
slopes. One is the rosemary 
either in regular bush form 
or the prostrate one for bsink 
use. Will stand poor soil, 
little water when once 
established, always looks 
good and blooms all sum¬ 
mer. The other is the fam¬ 
ily of helianthemums or sun 
roses. Will try the dry soil 
and alkaline conditions of 
banks and even vacant lots. 

And speaking of vacant 
lots, if you have one next 
to you, be sure the weeds 
are not up Into the fence 
area, into the shrubs and 
thick in Corners. Hoe these 
away right now to at least 
protect your property line 
and buildings. Often the 
centers of lots are fairly 
clean by tractor but the cor¬ 
ners get badly neglected. 
You take CEire of those Emd 
but quick. 

On our tour with the folks 
from my KCBS radio show 
out of San Frandsco, we 
went into the high desert, 
staying at Hesperia Inn for 
four days. I had a chance to 
take them into the moun¬ 
tain areEis to show fire 
breaks, how they were cared 
for and a little bit about 
what I have been writing to 
you. Again and again we 
saw “high fire danger” 
areas. I have never seen the 
forests so dry and that’s our 
back country too. So, be 
careful, be careful! Don’t 
enter areEis where you’re not 
supposed to go. If you can’t 
think about your own self, 
think about the other guy 
— he may love the moun¬ 
tains Eind his home — and
